I know where 
I’m going 


“You may encounter many defeats, but you 
must not be defeated. Life will throw you chal- 
lenges, but it is in those challenges that you learn 
who you are,” spoken by the late memoirist, poet 
and civil rights activist Maya Angelou. 

From early on, I have encouraged many de- 
feats, but I have also been triumphant in other 
areas. Life is full of many moments where we 
may not know which direction we are heading. 
Often, we get ahead of ourselves or experience 
burnout, whether that be in school, a career or 
just our day-to-day lives. My 
burnout was high school. I 
never felt like I could stay 
caught up in classes or inter- 
ested enough in the subjects 
that were being taught, and dur- 
ing all of that I also had a life-al- 
tering event that led me to 
consider getting my high school 
equivalency diploma. 

According to the Mississippi Department of 
Education, the high school graduation rate is at a 
record high of 88.4 percent, while the dropout 
figure is 8.5 percent. I was a part of that 8.5 per- 
cent. The undetermined, the shrug of a shoulder 
as the rest of my fellow classmates passed me by. 
It was junior year, only one more year to go, and 
I would be ready to stretch my legs and run the 
marathon called life. I was ready, until life hap- 
pened. 

Were you expecting a jump scare? So was I. 

The reasoning behind most high school 
dropouts is because of bullying, boredom of fail- 
ing too many classes or you guessed it, burnout. 
Once out in the real world, we start picking up 
odd jobs that will hire without a high school 
diploma just to support ourselves, but there is 
still a longing for what we could have been, what 
we aspire to be. So even though I did not com- 
plete high school, I still wanted better, so I struck 
out to find it. At the time, I was working at a be- 
havioral health center for adolescents. While 
there I was getting a firsthand look at what caring 
and helping the less fortunate really looked like. I 
started to research the degrees to become that 
person, the advocate for those who are strug- 
gling. I remembered how difficult school was for 
me, how often I found myself drifting off to other 
places, but I also remembered how badly I 
wanted this. So, I dove in headfirst. 

First, I had to cross a bridge, and that was 
getting my high school equivalency diploma. I 
studied with online tutors, spent hours in li- 
braries taking practice tests and staying up all 
night trying to get the perfect score. I was deter- 
mined, because based on my track record, it 
would have been argued that this was going to be 
another failed attempt.

At the beginning of their freshman year, 
Itawamba Community College students receive a 
student email account. And, according to Telecom- 
munications and Information Director Allen Cole- 
man, using these accounts is crucial to college life. 

“Besides Canvas, it’s the official communication 
service,” Coleman said. “You may miss important in- 
formation.” 

If students neglect their email, they may miss im- 
portant information from multiple offices such as fi- 
nancial aid, housing or the Business office, Coleman 
said. Neglect of student emails could lead to removal 
from classes due to lack of communication with in- 
structors. 

Coleman also said that Campus Police will often 
send out information or emergency alerts through 
email. Both the Everbridge app and ICC ALERT, 
which may be email synced, are vital ways to stay in- 
formed in the event of an emergency. 

Aside from emergency alerts, students may re- 
ceive information on upcoming events and schedul- 
ing through their college email account. This may 
include, but not limited to, clubs, athletics, student 
organizations and class relocations or cancellations. 

The most common issue that TIS receives is stu- 
dents not resetting their email password within 120 
days on myTribe, Coleman noted. “If you lose access 
to your email, you may miss out on vastly important 
information.”

ICC to induct two into Athletic 
Hall of Fame at 4 p.m., Oct. 6

Itawamba Community College will 
induct former head men’s basketball 
coach Marty Cooper of Fulton and 
1983-84 tennis player David Duke of 
Clinton into the Athletic Hall of Fame 
for 2022. 

MARTY COOPER 

Cooper served as the head basket- 
ball coach at ICC from 1998-2012 be- 
fore he retired from coaching and 
continued as a faculty member. 

He coached his team to four league 
titles and won the league, state and re- 
gion in 2008, which was ICC’s first in 
more than 35 years. He is the only 
coach in ICC’s history to take a team to 
the national tournament in Hutchin- 
son, Kan., and he did it three times 


(2002, 2007, 2008). 

He was named MACJC Coach of the 
Year in 2008 and NJCAA Region 23 
Coach of the Year three times. His 
overall community college coaching 
record was 368-219. 

Cooper also coached at East Central 
Community College where he guided 
his team to the state championship in 
1993. 

He is currently the boys’ basketball 
coach at Belgreen, Ala., where his 
teams have been area champions (3 
years), region champions (2021) and 
state runner-up in 2021, the first team 
in school history to accomplish this 
level since 1994. His cumulative coach- 
ing record is 447-233. 

Cooper and his wife, Jennifer, who 


served as his assistant coach at both 
ICC and East Central as well as a natu- 
ral science instructor, have one daugh- 
ter, McKenzie. 

DAVID DUKE 

Duke, who attended IJC for two 
years beginning in 1983, was an inte- 
gral part of the college’s first state ten- 
nis title since the program began in 
1974. 

He competed both years in the 
NJCAA championships in Ocala, Fla. 
and continued his tennis career at Mis- 
sissippi College where he played for 
two years. 

During his freshman year, he won 
the no. 2 singles title, and as a sopho- 
more, the no. 2 singles title and with a 


partner, the no. 1 doubles title. 

Since 1994, he has taught at Clinton 
High School, where he coached the 
tennis team (2007-19). 

Duke and his wife, Misty, a seventh 
grade ELL and Reading Excel teacher 
at Clinton Junior High School, have 
one son, Chandler, an accountant at 
Waring Oil in Vicksburg. He is the son 
of David and Carole Duke of West 
Point. 

The honorees will be recognized 
during a presentation in the Davis 
Event Center beginning at 4 p.m., Oct.
